In community building for the town 
in general and in the work of the fn- 
dividual store in winning friends the 
first thing to do fg to make the people 
believe that you consider it their 
right and license to buy. their goods 
wherever they think they can get the 
best deal, and on that theory proceed 
to convince them that your store fs 
the place. Here is a clipping taken 
from a circular: recently sent out by 
a merchant which has the proper tone 
to it: “We know of course, that some 
of our customers send off for goods 
in our line, Believing, as they do, that 
they get the goods cheaper that way, 
we place no blame upon them for it. 
But we want to ask your considera- 
tion even in that. We have a business 
propsition to offer you. Before send- 
ing, won't you bring your list jn and 
give us a chance to figure on it? If 
we cannot compete in a collective or- 
der, we do not ask for it. On the 
other hand, if our price on the whole 
is the same, we believe we are entitl- 
ed to your business.’ Remember one 
thing, We haye no baits to offer you, 
such_as the ‘combination of say 33 1-3 
pounds of sugar for a dollar, but in 
order to get it you have to buy enough 
other goods showing a large profit 
that makeg up for the seemingly large 
Dargain. Selling, ag we do, on a cash 
basis, we believe ourselves in a nosi- 
tion to sell as cheap ag anybody. Let 
us try it. If we don't succeed, we cer- 
tainly will have no ill feeling towards 
you. We ask for this business —he- 
cause we believe we can get it ona 
competitive basis.” 


Well Done 

To some of us it is very hard to say 
“well done” of anything. The critical 
faculty is so strong and the apprecia- 
tive quality so weak, that we seldom 
or never feel like saying “well. done” 
to anyone; and when we do feel like 
it, we refrain for fear of causing un- 
due elation in the one whom we praise. 
And in certuin cases a word of appre- 
ciation. is so rare that when {it comes 
we know that it ig but the prelude to 
some favor which the speaker desires 
and for which he is seeking to pave 
the way, not by a word of honest ap- 
preciation, but by a little judicious 
flattery. And this spirit has become 
so prevalent in certain quarters, that 
we have learned to look askance at 
any attempt at praise. This should 
not be. When men do well we surely 
have a right to say so, and we have 
a right to say s0 even when the {m- 
perfections of the work are every- 
where manifest. For well done does 
not mean perfection; it does not mean 
that it could not be bettered; it does 
not mean that the work ig equal to 
or superior to some one else’s; it sim- 
ply means that considering the work- 
‘er’s ability, and taking into account 
the difficulties of the task, and all the 
special hindrances to it, the worker 
has really done well, The man who 
‘earned two talents was not equal to 
the man who earned five, but he also 
had done well. <A little judicious 
praise ig a stimulus to better. work, 
and it is worth while to use it. It 
must be sincere and honest, but it 
should, take into account the difficul- 
ties of the task and the worker's han- 
dicap, just as much as it doeg the ex- 
cellence of the finished product. It 
is well for parents, and teachers, and 
all workers to learn the value of an 
honest and hearty “well done.”

of thig country. Apart from that, it 
strikes at the’ yery-base of liberty of 
the farmers “themselves, It means 
that after a farmer has sown a crop 
and reaped it, the results of his la- 
bor pass out of his possession, He is 
prohibited from gelling, for his grain 
ig commandeered by the wheat board 
‘and he is given a percentage of the 
pooled receipts from the wheat 
| hoard’s trading. Whatever sum the 
wheat board decides to give him, he} 
must accept, There is no appeal and 
no compensation for interference with 
his liberty of action. No matter what 
advantages ‘a farmer may have for 
marketing, no matter whether his 
wheat is grown within a stone's throw 
of an elevator or 50 miles from one, 
he is in the same boat with the others 
whose wheat is commandeered. He 
has no advantages, no freedom of ac- 
tion. Actually, under this proposal 
the farmer becomes a civil servant, 
working for state institutions set up 
by politicians, Farming under such 
circumstances will not prove very at- 
tractive to those who may be contem- 
plating emigrating to the prairies.— 
: Herald.

Uncultivated 


Canadian Areas 


We received the other day from the 
department of the, interior at Ottawa, 
a map of the three provinces of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
which shows the total number of quar- 
ter sections of crown land still avail- 
able in each township, and also the 
tota}] number of quarter sections of 
unoccupied and cultivated land held 
in private ownership, but purchasable 
from the non-resident owner. ‘As a 
supplement to the map the department 
has had compiled for each district, 
lists containing information as to 
price, nature of soil, and other data 
‘of the nature desired by prospective 
purchasers, The map also shows 
roughly, how far each section Is from 
a railway. For intending settlers, the 
‘map Is invaluable, but it is also the 
‘most striking object lesson we have 
ever seen, of the amount of unoccn- 
pied and uncultiv.ted land in these 
three great provinces. Ag one looks 
carefully into the map the amazing 
fact is brought home to him with a 
striking power, that there is scarcely 
a township which hag not its quota 
of land that the plow hag not yet 
touched. Sometimes in the more 
thickly settled regions, the number of 
uncultivated sections ig only one or 
two, and probably these are not really 
good land; but making all allowance 
tor this, there is still an enormous 
area of uncultivated land in the west 
waiting for the tardy settler, Some of 
this may be held at exorbitant prices, 
an dif so, the tax should be propor- 
tionate to the value set on the land 
by its absentee owner, But there is 
still room for hundreds of thousands of 
progressive farmers in Canada's three 
great prairie provinces.

Treatment for Poisoned Stock 

In several places in the southern 
part of the province it has been found 


that cattle and other animals have be- 


come poisoned by eating bait for 
grasshoppers which has been scatter- 
ed in fields, since the bait contains ar- 
senic. Dr. Perey Talbot, the provin- 
cial veterinarian, has issued a state- 
ment following a study of the matter. 
Short Course for Children 

One of the most interesting experi- 
ments yet tried by the provincial de- 
partnent of agriculture and one which 
is proving immensely successful is 
{the short course school of a week's 
‘duration held at the Olds school of 
agriculture for 69 boys and girls, win- 
ners at the school fairs of last year 
in seventeen districts from Wetski- 
win south to Didsbury. The boys and 
girls attending this course ranged in 
age from 9 to 165, and some of them 
had never been farther away from 
home alone than their own agricul- 
tural fair. The young students were 
given instruction in many subjects, 
the girls taking sewing, cooking and 
horticulture, and the boys being giv- 
en lessons in farm engineering, stock 
judging, grain judging, soil cultiva- 
tion, horticulture, carpentry and oth- 
er branches of agriculture. The in- 
struction is being given by the staff 
of the Olds school of agriculture, 


headed by Principal F. S. Grisdale,: 
‘who, together with Nelson Smith, 
| M.L.A, for Olds, originated the course. 
| Provision for recreation was also 
made, and the week proved to be a 
most interesting one for the young 
students. Among the outsiders who 
spoke to the boys and girls were 
Nelson Smith, M.L.A., Olds; G. W. 
Smith, M.L.A., Red Deer; W. J. Steph- 
en, crop commissioner of the pro- 
vince, and Alex. Galbraith, superin- 
tendent of falrg and institutes. Under 
j the direction of C. G. Groff, publicity 
, commissioner, motion pictures and 
_ other photos were taken of the stu- 
‘dents and the classes,
